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RUSSIA'S DESIGNS.

— ————
Huossln and Prassin Secretly Allied.

The following statement relative to an exlst-
Ing secret treaty between Russin and FPrussia
lately appeared in the Moniteur Uniocersel, and
s vouched for by the editors, who declare In a
letter to the London Times that '‘the informa-
tion s guaranteed in the most undoubted mau-
ner, and has the confirmation of one who by his
rank and position could not [ail to be well in-
formed.” Its importance is npvnrenl. in view of
the announcements made this morning of a
rupture between Bismarck and Von Beust, and
the demand of Russia for the revislon ef the
Parls treaty which neutralizes the Black Sea:—

When the war broke out between Frauce and
Pruesia, the Emperor of Ruseia declared to the
French Ambassador at 8t. Petersburg that it
wat his intention to preserve the strictest nen-
trality, provided that Austrin did the same.
Ausiria, on her !JM"I.. had made a formal decla-
ration of nentrality: but, as her armaments were
not even adequate to the usual peace footing,
ehe commenced pushing them forward, althongh
with her characteristic slowness, and only so
ae gradually to attain the normal strength.
Ruseln took nmbrage at this, and, a few days
after the declaration of the Emperor Alexan-
der to Geoeral Fleury, the Russian Charge
d’'Affajres al Parls received instructions by
telegraph to sce the Minister of Foreign
Affairs, and to call his attention to the fact
that the neutrality of Rusela was conditional
n}'-on. and cutirely subordinate to, the inaction
of Austria. If Austrin called out her reserves,
Rugsia would do the same; if Austria increased
her artillery, Russin wounld increase hers,

In a word, Russia would, under all eircum-
stances, regulate her armaments according to
those of Austria, and to avold the two countries
entering upon a course which could not but be
attended with some danger, the Russian Gov-
ernment appealed to rance, s0 that by
cancing Austria to deslst from arming, Russinn
neutrality might be Insured. The Russian
Charge d'Affaires even went =0 far as Lo ask the
Minister for Forclgn Affairs to declare that he
would take no steps whatever having for their
object to bring Austrin  into alllance with
France. (Thie occurred at the commencement
of the war, belore the firsl reverses of Freanch
arms, and when the assistance of Austrin was
yet possible.) The French Minister replied
*‘that he wae not informed of the extraordinary
armaments of Austria, which seemed so to alarin
the Russian Government; that, moreover if
Austria wns really arming, he had no pretense
10 remonstrote with the Cabinet of Vienna with
o yview of obtalning the cessation of preparations
which evidently could in no way be directed
agninst France.

“RBesldes, he did not sce anything objectionable
in Ruseia arming on her part, if she thought fit,
nor wonld he be any the pore disposed to make
such a course Lhe object of diplomatie represen-
tations, for he was persuaded that such wouald
in no case, on a question of this eharacter, con-
duce to any alteration in the resolutions of the
Russian Government. As to the demand that he
ehonld declare v advance that in no case would
France seek an allinnce with Austria, such a de-
claration at the commencement of a war would
be at least inopuortune, and could not justify
itself sufliciently by the prospective neutrality
of Ruesia,” The Russianr Charge d’Aflaires then
added that France would, nevertheless, find such
a course her interest and a certain advaulage;
for the moment that Austria declared against
FPruesia that same instant would Russia take the
field against Austria, ““Then,” replied the French
Minister, “'that ls because you have a secret
treaty with Prussia.”

B hat the armaments of Austria should have
provoked similar movements in Russia is a
measure of precantion could be regarded asa

! natural cousebuence, but the moment that Rus-

gin declared her readiness to attack Austria, if
the latter sided against Prussia, it became evi-
dent that before the war a treaty bad been en-
tered ivto between Prussia and Russia. Aund
this is what had happened, as bas slnce been
made manifest by the course of evests. What
are the clunses of this treaty? This question
will natorally eccur to all experienced politi-
claps, and, although the two sovereigns have
preserved absolute secrecy upon the reciprocal
conventions, it is not impoesible to determine
what are tbhe prineipal points.

All who nre pequaioted with the traditional
policy of Kussin—of the two currents of opinl-
nlon which divide that vast empire, all, in fact,
who can form ao estimate of the varlous ele-

pments which at the same time constitute its

i power and 118 weakness, will find no difliculyy

'111 forceeeing with what object the Emperor
Alexander has bound himself by treaty to the
Kiog of Pruseia. As its further development
wroceeds, this question will, doubtless, receive
urther attention. For the present It may sof-
fice to establish clearly, by information the accu-
racy of which s guaranteed, that Russia is in
the Prussion camp, aud that she is there by
virtue of a treaty of which England would do
well to seck to ascertain the cluuses, so as to be
able to auticipate thelr consequences before It
s 100 late to avert them,

IHe thonght that there was never so
much encouragement for missiopary labor ln
Catholie countries as at present, and In proof of
it be cited the success of Rev. Mr. Riley, lu Cen-
tral Mexico, and Miss Randall, in Northern
Mexico, both Americans, though the former had
been born in Chill and spoke the Hpanish lan-
guage as his vernaeular. The Doctor had cor-
responded with Miss Randall in regard to estah-
lishing a Methodist mission in Ban Luls Potosi
for the reF'lon around, and she had highly ap-
roved of it, and gave every encouragement
or her. It was true that some of the missions
in South America bad been discontinued for a
while, but they bave been recommenced, and
Rev. Mr. Riol, a converted priest, is now preach-
Ing with great acceptance and success in Buenos
Ayres, whither he has keen transferred from
Monlevideo, and eneounv,ln;é mgoru come
from other sections of the South American
fleld. Ie thooght there was ample room for
the Church to establish missions In both
the countries named, and hoped the appropri-
ation made would be indorsed by the joint
bonds.

In making the conference missionary appro-
riatlons 1500 was taken off the amouut al-
otteidl to Bt, Louls lasl year, aud $1000 from
Kansas. General Clinton B. Fisk asked there-
fore for an explanation of this reduction, while
an Increase hod been given to some of the older
conferences which did not need it, he thought,
g0 much a8 these border conferences thal are
continually covering new terrilory. Explana-
tiong were given that, taking into consideration
all that territory west of the Misslesippl, and
the appropriations made to other conferences
there, it was found that these two had received
more than what the committee deemed to be a
Iuirfmpnrtjon. The 8i. Louis Conference still
has £14,000, and the Kansas Conference $9000,
which is more than the Des Moines and Iowa
Conferences receive for similar territory and
gimilar work.

As the discipline requires the concurrence of
the Bouard of Bishops also in the appropriutions,
Bishop Janes read their concurrent action, and
congratulated the committee, the board and the
Church that the old mission ficlds are not omly
to be maivtained, but that two new ones—Italy
and Mexico—are 1o be established. After the
benediction by the venerable Bigshop Morris, the
society adjourned.

THE MISSOURI BRIDGE ACCIDENT.

Breanklng of n Hi;gu—-ﬂa:laa- Men Kilied or
ounded.

The 8t. Louis Deincerat of the 12th instaat

A fearful and fatal accident occurred yvester-
day moming at the rallroad bridge in process of
congtruction across the river at St. Charles,

The laborers took breakfast at 7 o'clock, and
resumed work on a span of the bridge on the 8L.
(Charles shore. The span is about 100 feet in
length. Trestle work had been constructed, and
the iron of the superstructure was being ficted
to its place. A derrick engine stood upon this
trestie work, and was used in hoisting the iron
coluimng, beams, ete., to their positions. A wire
rope was used for this purpose, and was sup-
posed to be of ample strength.

Twenty men were on the span, and a heavy
irontolumn was being drawn up by means of
the wire rope, when the rope broke and the
column fell upon the (restle-work, breaking
down about thirty feet of the wood and iron
work, and precipitating all the men excepl one
into the river.

One man had presence of mind enough to
eprivg upon the pier just as the rope broke, and
Lie remained isolated on the pier and suw the
ruins beneath him,

From whal we can learn from persong who
were on Lhe fpol, eliteen men were killed or
drowned. Fourteen bodies were taken from
the water. and two are missing, The engineer
who ran the derrick engine saved himselt and
another man.

One man had one of hislegs and several of
his rils broken, yet he managed to swim nshore,
but died immediately after reaching the bank.

The superintendent of the bridge is said to be
among the killed. He went down with the
engine upon him. ’

Among those who perished were Captiain
Odell: Mr. Thompeon, foreman; James Fannin,
carpenter, of 8t. Louis; Dauniel L. Carr, of
Cleveland, Ohlo. A man liviog at Eighth and
Aghley streetg bhad a brother lost,

The wife of Mr. Fannin went to 8t. Charles
last night on the 1120 train to bring home the
body of ber husband.

The aeeident will delay the completion of the
bridge, and is a serious loss to the North Mis-
souri Rallroad Company. The cause of the
breakiong of the wire rope 18 sald to have been
carelessness on the part of the men in allowing
the rope to get twisted into a kink. The iron
column which broke it weighed seven or eight
tone.

One man wee taken out of the rulns alive, but
his head was fearfully crushed, and be died ina

It was fully five minutes before the mur-
deress was discovered, and then she was found
standing in & cool and collected mauner smong
the crowd uswally en the evening boat, On
being charged with the deed, she admitied it
finmediately, uﬂnE:—"I did I', certainly, Yes,
1did it.

He administered stimulants, but they
rather increased than lessened her ravings, At
one time a glass of water was given her, when
she took Eho glass between her teeth and
crushed it to pleces. A large place got into her
mquth, and bad the physician nol been very
quick, she would have swallowed it; but be
caught ber by the throat and forced the glass
from ber mouth,

THE NURDERED MAN.

Mr. Crittenden is a nephew of the late Hon,
J. J. Crittenden, and was one of the most promi-
nent citizens of this clty. As alawyer he had
few equale and no superiors among those prac-
tising in Ban Francisco. Hisopinions upon any
question are generally considered to be the law.

WHO T8 MRS, FAIR?

The woman whose desperate deed has startled
the commnultf is one whoee character is well
known to Californians. Helfmnlden!nama is
#ald to have been Lane, and the first known of
ber in this State was wheo she became the wife
of Colonel Willlam B. Fair, at one time Bherifi
of Bacramento county, a gentleman of acknow-
ledged accomplishments and of considerable
wealth Bo infatuated was he with her that every
caprice and whim of hers was gratified, and in
a few years she bad squandered his splendid
fortune. But when he became a bankrupt she
cast him off and took up with avother man.
Fair was a man of tender eensibilities, and so
deeply did his disgrace wear on him that ene
night in 1858 he entered the office of Dr.
Murphy, an intimate friend, and after remain-
ing & few minates, took out n pistol and shot
himeelf dead. After this Mrs. Fair married
ngain, was divorced, married again, and left
the Biate.

She emipgrated to Virginia City in 1861, and
opened the Tahoe House, where she lirsi met
Crittenden. He became o taken up with her
that he for a time forgot all thiogs else.

When the late Rebellion first broke out she
was a strong fouthern sympathizer; and when
the whole Pacific coust was In a state of doubs
as to the side it wonld deelare in favor of, she
made her appearance in the streets of Virginia
with the ‘stars and bars” in one hand and a
cocked revolver in the other, and dared any
person to raise the stars and stripes in her pre-
gence, It 18 stated that one patriot wasz bold
enough to face her, and he raised (be old fiag.
She ehot at and missed him.

She algo rajeed the Coufederate flag over her
house, and defied an(v oue to pull it down.
Great excitement and i1l feeling were cansed by
this digplay on her part, bul the flag was finally
lnwcreér: some persons entering the house
during the night and cutting the halliards.
When the heat of political excitemeunt had
passed away, she was arrested and tried. Orit-
tenden defended, and procured her acquittal,

To a gentleman who reccnu{ spoke of the ques-
tlon of recognlzing Pennsylvania in that man-
ner, be replied that be had offered five gentle-
men places in his Cabinet, who had all declined,
and Lie had not yet given it up. It is under-
stood that the five he alluded to ure George H.
Stoart, Lindley Bmith, adolph E. Borle, Judge
McKennan, aud Judge Strong.

If he now mskes a solection from Pennsylva-
nia, either Akerman, Fisher, or Creswell will
bave to be retired. All three represenl Siates
which will in all probability vote for the Demo-
ceratic candldate in 15872, and the Presideat,
belng now opeuly a candidate for re-¢lection, is
on the alert to secure Pennsylvania, without
whogo vole he bas within the last week for the
first time conceded he could not be re-elected.
His faith in Pennpsylvanla politicians centres
almost wholly In Senator Cameron; but nearly
all the President’s former friends are adverse to
his surrendering so completely to the advice of
the page of Loclilel, and this is what now irou-
bLles him, -
